The minutes of the last 
yestry had been read when a number came 
in who the chairman ruled were not quali- 
fied vestrymen according to his interpreta- 
tion of the canon, A discussion arose, 
when a motion for adjournment was pro- 
posed, awaiting the decision of the chan- 
cellor of the diocese as to the legality of 
non-attendants at public worship voting. 
An amendment, though offered, was not 
put, coming as it did from those whose 
votes were questioned. ‘The motion to 
adjourn was carried and the members of 
the vestry retired. he opposite party 
subsequently held a meeting and trans- 
acted business, which is believed to be 
illegal. The adjourned meeting will be 
held at Christ church on Wednesday, the 
12th inst., at 2 p.m., when it is hoped the 
chancellor’s decision will have been re- 
ceived. The canon of the synod of the 
Diocese of Ontario proyides that in 
churches in which all the pews and sit- 
tings are free there shall be a vestry for 
the purposes of this canon, and the mem- 
bers thereof shall be of the full age of 
twenty one years ; and each such member 
shall declare himself in writing, at the 
meeting, in a book to be kept for that pur- 
nose, to be a member of the Church of 
Tnetan and of no other religious body, 
and to be habitua'ly attending public wor- 
ship in the said church of which the 
vestry is held for the space of nonths 
previous to the meeting of the vestry.

Egyptology, ; 
In her interesting book entitled 


“Pharaoh, Fellahs and Explorers,” Miss 
Amelia B, Edwards; who is an Egypto- 
logist of the front rank, gives an enter- 
taining account of ancient Egyptian 
notions ofimmortality. Man, emerging 
from barbarism, is like an intelligent 
child, full of curiosity about himself. 
He is puzzled by the mystery of his own 
existence, and according to his limited 
experience he seeks to account for that 
mystery. Now, the ancient inhabitants 
of the Nile Valley accounted for them- 
selves in a very elaborate and philoso- 
phical fashion. They conceived of man 
as a composite being, consisting of at 
least six parts, viz., a body, a soul, an 
intelligence, a shadow, a name and an- 
other element called in Egyptian Ka. 
The co-operation of thesesix parts as one 
harmonious whole constituted the living 
man, But they were dissociated by 
death, and conld be reunited only after 
a long probation. When so reunited it 
was forever. Meanwhile, being dead, 
the body lay inert in the tomb, the soul 
performed its pions pilgrimage through a 
dream-haunted yalley of shades; the in- 
telligence, freed from mortal incum- 
brance, wandered through space; the 
shadow and the name awaited the return 
of the soul when its pilgrimage should 
be accomplished, and the Ka dwelt with 
the mummy in the sepulcher. 

Miss Edwards considers this Ka to be 
the life principle in man. Being vital, 
it requires nourishment, and hence it 
was a matter of daily prayer among the 
Egyptians that the Kasof their dear de- 
parted might be provided with a series of 
good square meals, Being divine the Ka 
wasimmortal. And around this the dis- 
jecta iembra should by and by reunite. 

Miss Edwards suggests that this 
Egyptian word Ka is none other than 
the Hebrew word khai, meaning ‘‘ life.” 
“Tt may be,” she says, ‘that the Greeks 
borrowed their ‘vital spark,’ as they 
borrowed so much else, from the Egypt- 
ians. Atany rate, the Hebrews (who 
carried away out of Egypt even more 
intellectual spoils than spoils of silver, 
gold and raiment) were indebted to their 
taskmasters for their doctrines of the 
khai, or life. They, in fact, borrowed 
not only the idea, but the very word.”

Kurope, Although Means for Their 3 


tinddlstimont re Inadequate On This 
Side of the Water—Vacts and Pigures of 

General Interest, 

Though we live in an ago of cities few | 
Persons have much knowledge of them 
except their names, ‘This is especially | 
true of the cities of the old world. A 
volume of reports prepared by Foreign 


consuls has just been published which 
not only gives the building regulations 
of many foreign cities, but presents the 
facilities they possess for extingnishing 


fires. Some of this ipformation relating 
to the more important cities of Europe 
and Asia is here given. The city of 
Vienna has 800,000 people and 15,841 
buildings. These structures are almost 
wholly of stone and brick, there being | 
only 1,200 one-story frame houses, most- 
ly gardeners’ lodgés. During the year 
1891.there was no case where a fire ex- 
tended beyond the building in which it 
originated. The city hasonlyfive steam 
fire engines, but has many hand engines, 
The water supply is itis and electric 
alarms numerous. A reward of two 
florins goes to the person first sending 
in an alarm. 
In French Cities.

Tn poetry, in fiction, in the literature 
of the fine arts and of science, in bio- 
graphy and in history, the newspapers, 
by what they publish as well as by what 
they call to the attention of their read- 
ers as it appears in books, are doing in- 
calculable service in the cause of good 
literature. 

It is said with some approximation to 
truth that much of what they publish is 
incomplete, but on the other hand they 
publish much that has been worked out 
with the greatest care. But above thi 
the most important work to be don 


hurriedly thrust into a case without any 
preparation whatever, and so miscar- 
riage of justice takes place.” : 
In another part of the work Mr. Kains 
quotes from an article which appeared 
in the same Journal as follows: “Let a 
good man be appointed for each circuit, 
and let his salary be sufficient, and he 
will also be beyond the reach of influ- 
ence. Work which is only half done 
now, would be carefully and honestly 
performed, and instead of counsel get- 
ting his facts as the case progresses, he 
would come into court as a faithful 
guardian of public interest, and be of 


valuable assistance to the bench in clear- | 


ing the innocent of impltitation, - and 
punishing the guilty for thelr crimes. 


The police officers would not be, as they’ 


now are, left to grope in the dark, to 
find that much of what they have done 
is discarded, and that their 
tirely opposed to that of the crown 


counsel, when it is too late to overcome 


the difficulty, Tho fact that for the 
past two or three vearsin Toronto alone, 
the court and all its officials, the Grand 
Juries, counsel and witnesses, haye been 
kept for days in the performance of lab- 
orious and important duties with scarce- 
ly a single conyiction, shows that some- 
thing is wrong in the administration of 
criminal justice and reqnires a speedy 
and effective remedy. We believe that 
the appointment of a public prosecutor 
for each circuit, whose duty it would be 
to make the most searching enquiries 
into every critninal prosecution, to throw 
out all charges which are not well 
founded, to direct the police properly in 
the discharge of their duties, to kee 
eareful watch over the criminal ele- 
ments in their district? to see that every 
ease that is brought to trial is thorough- 
ly prepared, to guard against looseness 
on the one hand and unscrupulous zeal 
on the other, would be a blessing to the 
government, the judges, and the public, 
and would be preferable in every way to 
the irresponsible, untrained, and too 
often prejudiced body which stands in 
tlie way of this being done,” 

By the appointment ofa public pro- 
secutor still another reform would be 
obtained, in that we should not leave to 
chance the execution of criminal law. 
It has been said:—"The individual who 
has already suffered much from the con- 
sequence of the offence is bound by the 
magistrate to become the public accuser. 
He has already suffered much; it is not 
sufficient, he must bring to justice those 
ano haye inflicted this suffering upon 
him.” 

Senator Trudel spoke with force when 
he stated that:—‘L’o expect the individ- 
ual who is wronged to take the initia- 
tive proceedings and to incur all the re- 
sponsibility and all the costs of criminal 
procedare places such a burden upon 
his shoulders that is in many instances 
a denial of justice. This means im- 
munity to the guilty party, so that I

CANADIANS IN THE UNITED STATES 

The United States Census No. 357, which 
has recently appeared, shows that the 
number of Canadians in the United States is 
about one million, This is more than ten 
per cent, of the total foreign population. 
The ratio of increase from Canada during 
the: last twenty years is decidedly greater 
thao the rate of increase in the total foreign 
born inhabitants. If the Canadians were 
distributed throughout the country, as are 
their German, Scotch, Welsh, French, 
English, Spanish and Swiss fellow-citizens, 
their number would not be large enough to 
affect materially the character of the popula- 
tion, The foreign-born inhabitants of the 
United States amount to 15 per cent. of the 
total, and the Canadians are about one- 
tenth of the foreign-born. 

Evenly distributed among the forty-four 
states, the Canadians would be lost in the 
crowd. Instead of this being the case, the 
large Canadian population of the United 
States is practically limited to a few states, 
and, indeed, to a few cities of such states. 
In the whole South there are only 13,000 
Canadians, or about one third the number of 
Italians in the city of New Ycrk alone. In 
the far West the Canadians are not much 
more numerous. It is in the New England 
states and in Michigan and New York that 
they constitute a numerically important 
e'ement. They number more than 200,000 
io Massachusetts, 180,000 in Michigan, und 
93,000 in New York. In Maine, of a 
foreign-born total of 78,000, nut less than 

2,000 are Canadians- In New Hampshire, 
000 foreign-born, 46,000 are Canadians. 
ermont out of 44,000 foreign-born, 
25,000 are Canadians, It ia the same story 
throughout New England, from which the 
sturdiest, thriftiest and most enterprising 
emigranta have gone to settle and develop 
the great otates of the far west,

A dollar can- 
not be spent in Tyendinaga without being paid 
directly by the ratepayers of the township. 
No one can pretend that he does not pay. It 
captures the land every time, and means less 
food, less clothing for some body ; it means 
that the people of Tyendinaga have less money

of interruptions, the hundred httle things 
that daily take them away, apparently, 
from their ocenpations or purposes. Tt 
| might be inferr rom their complaints 
that half the lives of most people was 
literally wasted in these little distrac- 
tions. There is no doubt that daily di- 
verting calls do hinder aman from ac- 
complishing work he has in hand, but it 
is not demonstrated that these interrup 
tions are not the best thing for him and 
for the world. It conld be proved that 
no man ever accomplished anything 
in the world who was not very 
much interrupted, and it is evident 
that no man is of much account 
who is not liable to these annoy- 
ances. The value of a man in himself 
or to the community is pretty accurate- 
ly gauged by the demands made upon 
his time. It could be shown that if what 
he is attempting to dois useless, the 
world will not interrupt him. It has 
little need of that sort of man. And 
probably, also, heis fulfilling his destiny, 
and being of the greatest service he can 
be in this life, in attending to these ten 
thousand calls which seem to interfere 
with his plan. As aman gets on into the 
thick of life, he can less and less com- 
mand his time, and he is apt to grumble 
more and more at the waste of his 
powers. The chance is that these in- 
terruptions are his salvation. It is 


not only that diversity of interest is 
essential to his mental and physical 
\ health, but these only can bring ont his 
full powers. The man interrupted a 
great deal is very much in contact with 
allsorts of life, and presently he gets a 
good many of his facets polished up that 
can reflect it. He lives vividly ina hun- 
dred ways instead of vegetating in one. 
And, besides, the world has reason to 
thank God that the intentions of many 
men are frustrated, and that they have 
not time to do eyil or the good they in- 
tend. Give almostany man rope enough, 
and he will hang himself. Itis the in- 
verpupbiane that not only keep him from 
moral suicide, but keep him fresh. The 
world is just now flooded with books. 
The remark or the incident that former- 
ly a man or a woman would have told to 
a friend or a circle, in the way of mak- 
ing human intercourse lively, now goes 
into a book to add to the task of the 
reading world. The public has to suffer 
because it has no call to interrupt these 
writers. But it is these very harassing 
interruptions of life thatare the good 
genius of literary fiction. If the able 
novelists produced undisturbed up to 
their power—that of a Jacquard loom— 
the world could not contain the books 
they would write. And yet a domestic 
annoyance, or the solicitation of a world 
wanting help in its trivial affairs, or a 
fit of sickness, they do not recognize as 
angels in disguise. Less books and 
better is probably what the public is 
thinking, and if it philosophized on the 
‘eneral subject, it would be to say that 
the life fullest of interruptions is the 
best life.—Charles Dudley Warner, in 
Harper’s Magazine for March. 


THE BUTCHER BIRD. 


A Comical Creature Which Seems to Be 
Cruel for the Fun of It. 


The butcher bird, that is familiar to 
all ranchers in this region, is considered 
by some of the foremost ornithologists as 
the most sagacious bird in America, 
Thomas Oldham, of Lordsburg, tells us 
that he believes it as cruel as it is 
sagacious. “I have paid lots of atten- 
tion to apis of common butcher birds 
at my place for six months,” said he to 
us the other day, ‘‘andI have learned 
many new things about the habits of 
the peculiar butcher bird. A pair of 
them haye followed me while at plongh- 
ing for three or four days at a time, 
watching and waiting for me to over- 
turn a nest of field-mico. When I ovyer- 
turn a nest they will pounce down upon 
the little mice and claw and peck them to 
death, Then the mouse carcasses are 
carried away to some neighboning 
pranis or lemon tree and spiked upon 
the thorns. ‘The birds. seldom eat the 
mice, but klll them from sheer love of 
the excitement. When they can spike 
a live mouse, or eyen a rat, on a thorn, 

ey fintter about and chatter with 

selves as if they had great fun in 
seeing the rodents squirm and twist in 
the throes of death, But I am most 
surprised tosee how strqng butcher birds 
wre and what they can and fly away 
with. I have often seen toads that have 
been impaled upon the thorns of a cen- 
tury plant on my place, and left to die, 
The other morning I saw a butcher bird 
with asnake fully a foot nae He had 
it by the back of the neck, and flew with 
it up into an orange tree. Hethon nail- 
ed the reptile on to a thorn and sat and 
watched it. He let the snake almost 
wriggle off, when he flew at itand would 
fix it on more firmly. Because these 
birds are destructive to gophers and rats, 
they are considered the friend of the 
orange-grower."—Pomona, Cal., Pro- 
gress.

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Woman's Matrimonial Chances, 

A woman's chance to marry at from fif- 
teen totwenty years of ageis said tobe 14 
1-2 percent. From twenty to twenty- 
five the chance is increased to 52 per cent; 
from twenty-five to thirty it diminishes 
to 18; from thirty to thirty-five, to 151-2 
per cent. From thirty-five to forty the 
chances of an unmarried woman sink to 
8 3-4 per cent; from forty to forty-five a 
still further diminution is seen, her 
chance being but 21-2. From forty-five 
to fifty the old maid's chance of gétting 
a husband is but 3-8 of 1 per cent; while 
from fifty to fifty-five sheis supposed to 
have but 1-4 of 1 per cent. of a chance. 
It should, however, be added that the 
table of averages does not apply te 
widows. Accurate statisticians, who 
wonld not be caught in a mistake for the 
world, affirm that a widow of any ace 
has at least seventy-six spinster drawing 
power, and some place her figure up to 
eighty-two. The widow's chances at 
any age are, therefore, seventy-six to 
cighty-two times better than that of a 
spinster.

Ninety-Seven Miles an Hour. 


This country can now lay claim to hay- 
ing broken the record in railway speed. 
Amile has been made in thirty-seven 
seconds and two miles in seventy-five 
seconds, while drawing a regular train 
of four cars on a descending grade of 
thirty-two feet to the mile, This corres- 
ponds to a speed of about ninety-seven 
miles am hour and leaves a yery small 
margin beyond which to attain the 100 
miles an hour epee which has here- 
tofore been regarded as impossible on a 
steam railroad. In the reports of this 
wonderful performance it is stated that 
there was no preparation made for the 
test, and that “a more unfavorable time 


could not have been chosen, as the ~ 


rain poured in torrents during the 
day and only ceased half an hour before 
tho time scheduled to leave Philadel- 
phia.” This statement is now question 
ed and one writer holds that instead of 
being an unfayorable time for such a 
test of speed it was a most propitious 
opportunity, The rain wetthe railsand 
the lubricating qualities of water acted 
to greatly reduce the rolling friction of 
the wheels npon them. The reduction 
of this friction was the same as an addi- 
tion of power in the locomotive. and the 
phenomenal speed obtained under these 
conditions suggest to the Courier-Jour- 
nal some thoughts concerning this form 
of friction, and its action in increasing 
the resistance of trains. It is difficult to: 
foretell how soon the average speed of 
| steam travel will be permanently in- 
creased. The cost of such increase 
must be considered as vital to tho 
question at issue, and in this calculation 
the rapid rate at which the train resist- 
| ance increases with increased speed will 
play an important part. Recent experi- 
ments seom to show that resistance at 
high speeds is not so great as has beon 
generally eppoosed. The figures hitherto 
quoted are that on a level track, at forty ~ 
miles sn hour, the resistance is about 
double that at twenty-five miles an hour 
and at sixty miles an hour it has again 
doubled, being respectively seven, thir- 
teon and twenty-five pounds per ton. It 
is, at all events, certain that any expori- 
ments haying in view the adoption of a 
higher average speed on railroads must 
be accompanied by a proportionate ad- 
vance in system and safety appliances,

The report shows that thie well mana 
establishment is fulfilling its philanthro 
mission, During the past official ye 
pupila were under instruction, 158 males 
and 127 females, Of these 17 came from 
the county of Hastings, 7 from Lonoox &

up to the close o1 the past year, 943 pupils 
haye received the benefit of its care and 
instruction. Of these 41 came from Hast- 
ings county, 12 from Lennox, 8 from 
Addington, and 7 from Prince Wdward, 
Inspector Chamberlain reports yery favor- 
ably upon the teaching staffand the institute 
generally. The total coat of the inaticute to 
tho province during the year Was $41,672 51 
of which $19,624 42 was paid out in salaries.

“The new weapon is forty calibro’ long 
and weighs seven tons, It will fire an 
elongated projectile weiyhing 100 pounds na 
distance of over four miles It is such a 


quick-firing wun that at long range, when 
fired with cordite, it has three or four shots 
in the air at the sume time, 

“Korty of the new guns have been manu- 
factured at Woolwich and are being issued 
aod mounted in shipa in the British navy. 
The new gun isa breech loading rifled gun 
having a muzzle velocity of 2,600 feet per 
second. ‘The gun is wire-wound and cach 
one has several miles of wire. 

“Wire wound guna are stronger than any 
other, Wire is found to sustuin the first 
shock of the force of cordite or gun powder

Some Strange Things That People Eat, 

Young wasp grubs fried in butter do 
not at first sight appear to be the most 
alluring dish in the world, yet they have 
been pronounced delicious by those hardy 
experimenters who have tried them. 
Fed, as they are, upon the sweetest 
juices drawn from fruit and flowers, they 
naturally possess a delicate flavor. Per- 
haps the best way to p epare them is to 
bake them in the comb, says the Table, 
London. 

Incidental to experiments conducted 
by Government experts respecting the 
edible qualities of insects, a number of 
trials were made of a beverage particul- 
arly novel, which might be termed “‘ant- 
ade.” 

A few hundred ants were crushed at a 
time in a mortar with a pestle, and the 
liquid from them, after being ‘strained, 
was mixed, just like lemon juice, with 
water and sugar. The resulting bever- 
age resembles lemonade so closely as to 
be scarcely distinguishable from it. 

The reason why is very easy to ex- 
plain. Formic acid is the nearest ap- 
proach to citric acid known to the 
chemist. In fact there is little difference 
between them.

GOOD SNAKE STORIES, 


DILEMMA A 
FOUND HIMSELF IN. 


THE 


It Was Worse Than That of the Nurse Who 


Mixed Those DBables Up—The Black 


Snake Got Hold of the Rattlers Tall and 
Conldn't Use It, 


Col. R. D, Bruce, a wealthy farmer of 
Boyle County, West Virginia, is quite a 
snake fancier and natural scientist. He 
has for several years been the owner of 
two very fine pet suakes—one a rattler 
and the other a blacksnake. He cap- 
tured them when they were very young, 
and by careful and yputient training 
taught them to be not only amusing and 
useful, but, as far os humanity is con- 
corned, as harmless as new-born babies 
Both have been the terror of rata and all 
manner of prowling vermin, and in the 
rat-killing season each has been known 
to slay as many as 75 rats per day, be- 
sides a considerable number of wéasels, 
minks and other depredators on poultry. 

The snakes sleep affectionately to- 
gether in a box on top of a cedar post. 
The recent warm spell of weather in- 
duced them to move about, and they 
somehow fell togetfier ont of the box 
and struck on the upturned blade of a 
sharp scythe which had been careless} 
laid down by the post. They were sti 
with their winter torpidity, and in falling 
on the blade it cut them in two abont 
the centre of their bodies. 

Col. Bruce saw the accident and was 
almost distracted with grief. Being an 
amateur surgeon, he resolyed upon an 
heroic experiment. He rushed into the 
house, got his case of instruments and 
proceeded as rapidly as possible to stitch 
euch snake together. He was very care- 
ful in joining the backbones to give the 
spinal cord a chance to reunite, and then 
stitched the flesh andskin snugly. 

After sewing the flesh together the 
Colonel bound up the wound witha 
famous healing lotion, administered an 
anaesthetic to keep the snakes motion- 
less for about a week, and placed them 
tenderly in cotton to await results, 
with hope and apprehension alternately 
chasing up and down his own spinal 
column. 

Yesterday the Colonel opened the 
box to see how his patients were 
progressing. He found them quite 
well and inclined to be lively, 
but their eyes had a yee expres- 
sion, and each seemed absorbed _in gaz- 
ing at its tail end and awkward in oper- 
ating it. In amomgnt the Colonel saw 
what the matter was, and stood aghast 
at his blunder. He had joined the 
snakes together in his hurry, without 
using his spectacles, so that the rattle- 
snake had a blacksnake’s tail and the 
blacksnake a rattlesnake’s tail, and both

Cold Storage. 

Mr. H, E. Dickerson, representing the A, 
J. Dexter Cold Storage system, of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, has been in town dur- 
ing the past few months supervising the 
erection, now about completed, of the large 
cold storage building which has been built 
on the steamboat dock by the Bay of Quinte 
Railway and Navigation Company. This 
building is the largest of the kind in Canada 
being 60x30 feet and 30 feet high and divid- 
ed into six compartments varying in size, 
The walls composed of successive layers of 
wood and paper are twenty-nine inches 
thick, About $0,000 feet of lumber, 100,000 
aquare feet of inodorous paper, and 2,600 
pounds of nails were used in the construc- 
tion, Six hundred tons of ice will be used 
in the building, This system of cold storage 
is claimed to be superior to any other and is 
much in vogue in the United States where it 
has proved ‘very succesrful, Lho system 
comprises a series of rooms in which the 
temperature can be regulated at will in each 
separate room in a way adapted for the 
better preservation of the products to be 
carried in that room. Aas ao result it is 
possible to carry ut the same time eggs, 
butter, cheese, frnita, poultry, fish, ete., 


etc., in an unvarying temperature suited to 
a perfect preservation of sach without sub- 
jecting any one to the peculiar odors of 
another. The temperature yaries generally 
from 10° to 33° above zero, The atmosphere 
in each department is always dry, the 
ventilation is purfect, und there is no need 
of artificial heat. This fine structure will 
be of great benefit to businoes men of this 
district in shipping perishable goods, and 
roust result in attracting a great deal of 
froight to the line of the Bay of Quinte 
Railway.

HARROWSMITH. 


: Krom Our Own Corespondent. 

This village ought to be more 
eau really is, being in the centre of avery 
ree eR ciew tical area and nearly equidistant 
Varker Veen by the larger villages of 
theo he na ari Sydenham, and just at 

Junction of two paying railways—the Bay 

of Quinte and the Kingston & Pembroke 
Notwithstar ling all this and its good healthy 
Site, its present limited boundary is not ex- 
panding, nor its stunted population increasing 
even with a low mortality and fewer bachelors 
than benedicts, Its census, within delapidat- 
cd sidewalks, amounts to about 140 souls plus 
one atheist, minus the immortal part in self 
credence; but this number is, just now. some- 
what augmented by a lot of alien Jaborers 
operating in the construction of the four or 
five ‘mile branch of railway that will, in the 
coming fall, connect this village with that of 
Sydenham, in most ways similarly circum- 
stanced. But albeit the village is not growing 
in Size nor getting more popular as a rural 
cluster, yet it contains three temples dedicated 
to the inculcation of Christianity and adelphic 
principles ; namely, alittle stone Presbyterian, 
a frame Methodist, and the township hall 
utilized by the members of the Church of 
England wherein they worship and meet on 
Sunday to hear Rev. Mr. Cooper, of Syden- 
ham, preach and pray in his eloquent, pathetic 
and — highly instructive manner, Further 
facilities are offered for becoming religious by 
Mrs, Joxeph Benn, who has formed a mission- 
ary branch of Free Methodism in her own 
humble dwelling, wherein the votaries of that 
religious persuasion can meet every evening to 
exhort, exult, revive and petition as their 
Spirits animate them. ‘‘More power, physical 
and metaphysical, to you Mrs. Benn. You 
always aspire to what you consider good, both 
for soul and body, and if you don’t always hit 
the mark, you at least s'ayger it,” 
_ Then, as an adjunct to these religious 
institutions, we have a little public seminary 
in our midst, wherein the plastic brains of 
children are judiciously developed, and the 
seeds of intellectual and moral pabulum is 
carefully sown and watered by the teacher, 
Miss Brash, in order that they may germinate, 
grow and fructify abundantly and finally pro: 
duce the aim and object of education, namely, 
the making of good citizens, loyal subjects, 
and above all, practical Christians in code and 
canon. 

But in direct opposition to these religious 
and moral agencies, we have two flashy shrines 
in which the idoianovs followers of Bacchus 
can congregate, revel and drink themselves 
into temporary insanity with impunity, as long 
aa their money lasts, and while they are at all 
able to preserve stable equilibrium, vainly 
vaunt, or wildly rave in incoherent snatches. 
The Queen's Hotel, a fine limestone structure, | 
is comparatively well and wisely kept by Mr. 
Thos. B. Cook, whose so'e and unremitting. 
attention js given to pleasing his numerous 
customers with the best of nnadulterated 
liquors from behind his well-stocked bar and 
the choicest victuals from his sumptuously 
furnished table. Indged, Tom, as he likes to 
be called, is a whole-souled, magnanimous 
fellow, In the conduct of his house he uses 
the) maviter in modo sed /ortiter in re style,an 
adheres to it without showing the least partial- 
ity or evincing the merest sycophancy what- 
ever. The Albion Hotel, a frame building, 
but about to be supplanted by a more spacious 
and imposing one of brick, is run by Mr. 
Daniel Graves. Dan, on the whole, is doing 
admirably. The fact of his being able to build 
without borrowing goes to show this, and 
further proves that he is largely patronized by 
agresticand village swiggers of the ‘crathur’ 
and smoker of the narcotic weed. 

It is bad enough to see men but lamentable 
to behold unfledged youths whiffing their 
cigars, often with the wrong ends stuck in 
their ditty gobs, their lips fringed with the 
dried juice of black chewing tobacco, and 
their breath stinking from a mixture of foul 
gases, emanating from beer, whiskey, tobacco, 
and decayed teeth—one result of indulging in 
these baneful luxuries, Th-se youngsters, 
would be premature men, of decent origin, 
ought to,be well whipped, and kept at home 
in the evenings under parental surveillance, 
learning better manners and a more ex- 
tensive and select vocabulary than that filthy, 
vulgar phraseology now in vogue and chief 
source of risibility among them. 

We have both a carriage and cheese factory, 
the former conducted by Mr. Jno. Bertram, 
the worthy reeve of Portland township. Jobn 
is a very popular, shrewd, clever and unas- 
sunving gentlemen, aa excellent manager of 
his own affairs and those of his little consti 
tuency, to which he is an honor in virtue of 
the many exalted traits in his symmetrical 
composition. We have two general stores in 
the village. one kept by Mr_ J. S. Gallager 
and the other by Mr, Chas Stewart, two re- 
spectable and highly respected gentlemen of 
good business capacity, energy and honest 
learning, three prime elements absolutely 
necessary to gain success in ‘any enterprises 
These merchants buy and sell all kinds of 
farm products. The latter has a grist mill of 
his own, and keeps the post office ina corner 
of his store, apart from the dry goods depart. 
ment, We havea third but minor store in 
connection with a bakery, run by Mr. 
Trudeau, who manufactures our ‘staff of life” 
in choice variety and large quantities. Henry 
Walker and Sidney Mills rin a meat market 
when every varicty of fleshy and fishy eatables 
can be had for cash, and anything else to 
satisfy our omnivorous appetites is easily pro- 
cured within village precincts. We have two 
shoemakers, one of whom, Mr. Win. Walker, 
is worthy of particularizing here, for the dex- 
terity with which he manipulates and fabri- 
cates feet wear. Itis said that he can make 
two pair and halfsole another pair of shoes in 
twelve hours. We have a tinker and a tailor, 
a barber and a breaker of horses, Carey Chase, 
a blacksmith and # mender of constitutions,an 
M. D.. not long migrated here but already 
well-known as a learned and able disciple of 
Esculapius. James Williamson, who kept 
livery stable liere, has just sold out and in- 
tends going to Rockwood lunatic asylum, not 
ag a lunatic but a caretaker of the insane. We 
all wish him success, for he was a genial and 
jolly chap. A society called the ‘Sons of 
Rest’ has been lately founded here by Mr, 
Win, Mcliroy, who has been unanimously 
elected its obairman, The writer does not 
know the object of the society, but the name 
is ominous and the chairman unsuitable, for 
he never feels happier than when he is work- 
ing or pushing others in their work. 

Finally perhaps the Mossrs. Rathbun may 
in the near future, and with there noted phil- 
anthropic spirit, see some means of giving 
constant employment to the poor laboring 
class of Harrowsmith, and a remuneration re-

THE STRANGE STORY oF THE VESSEL 
MARIE CELESTE, 


Tho Ship Discovered by the Crow of a 
British Bark Salling Without a Person

Among countless strange stories of the 
sea the mystery of the Marie Celeste, a 
sailing vessel that one day, sixteen years 
8g0, left tho port of New York. The 
Marie Celesto came back as sound ns 
# dollar, but her poople, thirteen in all, 
including the wife and little child of the 
master, were never seen afterwards 
As we rd is the tale of ‘The Ancient 
Mariner,” as supernatural, apparently. 
as anything: in the imaginative « ation 
of “The Flying Dutchman,” as unaccoun 
table as any yarn ever invented about 
phantom ships, is this story of the Marie 
Celeste. If the facts, as sworn to by the 
crew of a British bark and recordéd in 
the State Department in Washington 
were presented in fiction or drama by 
some fanciful author, “Incredible ore. 
posterous, unnatural,” would be the yer- 
dict of even an imaginative reader or 
listener, 
_The Marie Celeste, which sailed from 
New York in 1877 for Villefranche, on 
the Mediterranean, hada valuable cargo 
on board. 
Before sufficient time had elapsed for 
the vessel to complete her voyage a 


British bark sighted the Marie Celeste 
about three hundred miles west of Gib- 
raltar. No answer w. 
Signalling bark, 
Britisher bore 


A feeling 
sailors. With a crew of courageous men 


They boarded the yessel, but there 
was an unnatural silence. A thorough 
search revealed everything about the 
Marie Celeste to bein its proper place 
and in its proper order. Only one faing 
belonging to a ship at sea was lacking, 
and that was the most important thing 
of all—life. 


C the fore hatchway, the 
Captain of the bark found a halteaten 
meal upon the seamen’s table. In the 
master’s cabin aft the remains of an in- 
terrupted dinner were also discovered. 

In one corner of the cabin was a 
sewing-machine, with achild’s garment 
still under the needie. A woman's 
thimble lay on one corner of the ma- 
chine, 

The money chest was untouched. In 
its accustomed pee the master’s 
chronometer. The mates’ watches were 
in theirstaterooms. ~ 

Everything was in perfect order 
aboard this phantom ship that was sail- 
ing on and on, with no man at the wheel, 
no sailor to haul a rope. : 

All the thirteen People had ee 
peared as completely and mysteriously 
as if remoyed by some supernatural 
agency, : 

The logbook, dated forty-two hours 
before the British bark had signalled, 
showed that the voyage had been a pros- 

erous one, There had been no storm. 

here were no traces of piracy or mur- 
der. Neither were such suppositions 
tenable. There were no signs of a strug- 
gle. No valuables were missing. 

The Marie Celeste was towed to Ville- 
franche. After her cargo had been 
safely transferred she was taken back to 
her owners in this city. 

Through the State Department, all 
United States representatives” abroad 
were requested to inform foreign gov- 
ernments of the facts. In this way, in 
every custom house in the world, every- 
thing was done to have the mystery of 
the Marie Celeste cleared, but it re- 
mained unsolved. 

The Marie Celeste at last came to an 
untimely end, representatives of the 
State Department say, as if she were 
an uncanny craft, too mysterious and too 
much feared to be allowed longer to 
plough the waves. Only crews with 
more than the usual stock of courage 
and less than the usual stock of sailors’ 
superstition could, after her strange ad- 
venture, be induced to ship on her. 

She was employed in the trading ser- 
yice between New York and Cuba. In 
March, 1886, her owner, it is said in 
Washington, insured her heayily,loaded 
her with barrels of water and a few 
hogsheads of molasses, of which com- 
modity her cargo was supposed to be 
composed, and sailed her down to the 
Cuban coast. There he ran her ashore 
and she was wrecked, 

In the trial of the owner for barratry, 
which followed the next year, the facts 
in the story of the unaccountable de- 
sertion of the Marie Celeste at sea were 
deyeloped.—New York World.

War Treasures of Europe. 

“Les tresors de guerre,” as the reserve 
funds to provide for the expenses of a 
war are called, which haye been formed 
in every country, are causing great 
anxiety in the financial world by the 
forced immobilization of such colossal 
sums, 

These ‘‘treasures,” which do not come 
under the inspection of the military at- 
taches, are nevertheless the most form- 
idable warlike instruments in existence. 

Germany was the first country to cre- 
ate such a reserve fund, which has been 
the cause of her success for a century 
past. At present the treasure is locked 
up at Spandau in the old Julius Tower, 
and amounts to 1,500,000, 0008. 

The key of the treasure house is kept 
by the Emperor himself, and rather than 
allow one single piece of gold to go out 
he would allow Germany's signature to 
be protested. 

France, which possesses a war reserve 
of two billion francs, would have the 
greatest advantage over her neighbor, 
because nearly four-fifths of the money 
spent would be expended in this coun- 
try, while Germany would get barely

GOOD POULTRY PAYs, 

Ata recent meeting of the Ottawa gar- 
denere and florists’ club, a practical speaker 
said he regretted that the poultry industry 
of Canada, though one of the mest important 
did not receive so much attention as it 
should, The only country which bestowed 
proper attention on it was France, Franco 
consumed $110,000,000 worth of poultry and 
eggs and received $45,000.050 for stock, and 
exported to Hogland $13,000,000, Belgium, 
with only 11,378 square miles, raised 274,- 
989,824 eggs. It was agreed that the grain 
would not prove the most paying crop, and 
that farmera must turn their attention to 
stock, and he submitted no stock paid like 
poultry. There was as much difference in 
towl ag in cattle. He recommended Leg- 
horns for layers A white Lechorn would 
average 180 eggs a year. Plymouth Rocks 
would lay about 150 and lar, : breeds from 
50 to 100, As table fowl he recommended 
Plymouth Rocks aud Wyandottes. A com- 
bination of these breeds made the best stock. 
He calculated a white Leghorn cost $1 per 
year, and Plymouth Rock $1.25. A Leg- 
born would yield $825 a year in eggs less 
fifty cents for death lc

THE BIG MILL, 

‘The Big Mill commenced cutting on Mon 
doy, 24th, and everything is working well 
During the winter all the machinery was 
overhauled and the usual repairs made by 
tho millwrighte. Tho greatest changes haye 
been made in the boiler room which hae 
beon ontirely altered, During the winter 
tho walls of the building were raised about 
ten feet higher. The old boilers formerly 
in use were all removed and havo been re- 
placed by new steel tubular boilera capable 
of carrying working pressure of one hundred 
pounds to the square inch, Theso new 
boilera and their settings are built to the 
atandard adopted by the Rathbun Company 
which, as we believe, is only maintained by 
this Company in Canada. The system of 
feeding the fuel into the furnaces of these 
boilers is regulated by slide valves controlled 
by the firemen, and appliances are now be- 
ing prepared, and will be ready io afew 
daye, for automatically feeding all the 
waste cuttings. shavings, cte,, from the 
wood working factories. This method will 
in great measure supersede the handling of 
wood as in former years, By the time the 
workmen have the steam pipes covered with 
non-conducting material and the walls and 
othor parts painted, the boiler equipment of 
this great establishment will not he ex- 
celled inthe Dominion. The Company ex- 
pect to be able to furnish eufficent steam 
from thie nest of boilers not only to run the 
Big Mill with all its engines, but also at the 
same time to supply all the plant now run 
by the five boilers in the machine shop. 
The engine room has also undergone an 


entire alteration, and is fitted out in keeping 
with the changes made in the boiler 
room, It has been thoroughly cleaned, 
painted and scoured throughout, and is 
now a very attractive room, which the 
engineers in charge will take pride in 
keeping neat and bright, The Rathbun 
Company have spared no expense in making 
all these improvements and it is hoped that 
they will be repaid for their outlay,

TOWN COUNCIL, 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
council was held Jast week, hursday 
evening. The following members were 
present: Mayor, Wd. W. Rathbun; Reeve, 
Dr. J, Newton; Deputy-Reeve, H. B. 
Rathbun; Councillors, A. A. Richardson, 
Geo. Parnham, It. Geddis, Wm. Evans, 
N. T. Lowe, A. L. Chandler. 

Communications were read from deputy- 
reeye Rathbun tendering his resignation 
on the Finance committee and the Legis- 
lation, By law and Printing committee ; 
from Mr, W. R. Aylsworth offering to pre- 


pare a registry plan of the town for $240; 
from Board of Health asking for $1300 
for the use of the Board, as required from 
the Dominion Alliance, asking the council 
to take action instructing the Provincial 
Legislature to preparea plebiscite to present 
to the voters in the province ; from twenty- 
nine rate payers aeking that assistance be 
granted to a ferry running from Deseronto 
to North Fredericksburg; from the Ottawa 
Board of Health asking co-operation in 


influencing the Provincial Legisiature to 
empower municipalities to issue debentures 
without calling for the consent of the rate- 
payers, for the ,erection of contagious 
hospitals und their equipments, 

The resignation of deputy-reeve Rath- 
bun on committees waa accepted. 

The registry plan of the town was de- 
ferred as it was thought unwise to act in 
the matter until the recently acquired land 
.at the west of the town was laid out into 
streets and Jota, andthe matter was re- 
ferred to the ‘Town Property committee. 
The requisition of the Board of Health, 
for $1,300, was granted. 

The council sanctioned the request of 
the Ottawa Board of Health asking for 
special legislation. ; 

The petition of the rate-payers asking 
aid to a ferry was laid on the table unti 
the next meeting. 

The By-law committee was given more 
time in which to prepare a by-law regulat- 
ing the keeping of pigs in prescribed 
districts in the town, 

A rebate on the billiard license, to Mr. 
Win. Hatch, of last year for two months 
was granted, 

The committee on Town Property re- 
ported regarding the hydrants now on the 
streets and recommended the payment of 
$50 per year per hydrant and asked that 
the mains be extended to the High school, 
weat, and the Methodist church, cast. 
‘The recommendation was adopted. 

The Strects committee presented bills 
for work done and iyatertal used on the 
atreete, which were ordered paid, 

The School Board were granted the 
yrivilege of placing seats in the Town 
tall, for the use of the primary depart. 
ment, until the proposed additions could 
be made to the Public school building. 

The Collector was given more time in 
which to complete the collection of taxes, 


and was granted $10 to reimburse him 
for expenses in connection with collections. 

The Board of Health reported the re- 
fusal of Mr. R. Cronk to act on the Board 
of Health and A, L, Chandler was ap: 
pointed to act in that capacity. 

Reeve Newton was appointed on the 
Finance committee and Legislation by-law 
and Printing committee, in place of 
deputy-reove Rathbun, resigned, ; 

The council then adjourned until the 
third Thursday in May,
